launching team of scientists, said 
at a 9130 a.m. news conference 
that his team had been unable to 
determine

wrong, but there had been some 
difficulties with the upper stages 
of the Juplter-C launching rocket 
and the attempt to put a 12-foot di- 
ameter sphere into orbit has been 
"bss than 
successful." 


Froehlich said the satellite vehi- 


cle was tracked by radio for seven 
or eight minutes after the 10:21 
launching last night. 


He said this should have taken 


it past the time that >tbe second 
stage would have ignited if .the 
rocket performed properly. 


"We cannot say anything about 


what happened because we do not 
have the necessary information," 
Sjoehlich said. 


"Our tracking data shows that 


the Redstone first stage went to 
the right position at the right time 
and he right velocity. The\ propul- 
sion and booster system and guid- 
ance were functioning normally. 


"Something 
directly related to 


the high speed upper stages of the 
rocket went wrong.

"There was no' indication that 


any of the three high speed stages' 
fired."
